New Orleans Official Vows 
Arrests Will Be Made 


NEW ORLEANS, Fob. IS 
(An -District AlLorney Jim 
Garrison said today that the 
f' Assassination of President Ken- 
unedy was the culmination of a

-"He added; "Arrests will be 
Strtade/* 

'There were other people be- 
"sides Lee Harvey Oswald in- 
volved/’ the prosecution said is 
an Interview. "New Orleans was 
a factor in the planning beyond 
a shadow of doubt/' ; 

Mr. Garrison said an investi- 
gation; by his office showed that 
the Warren Commission’s report 
was inaccurate in stating that 
Oswald had acted alone in the 
assassination of Mr. Kennedy 
four years ago, 

“We already have the names 
Of the people in the initial plan- 
ning/' Mr. Garrison said. "We 
are not wasting our time and 
. *** wih prove it Arrests will 

^ „nade Charges will be filed 
: and convictions will be ob- 
tained/' 

. Mr. Garrison spid bis office^ 
had jurisdiethn fn the cascj

Asked why he started the in- 
vestigation, Mr, Garrison re- 
plied: 

‘Last November I began 
looking into the question be- 
cause Oswald had spent six 
months in New Orleans shortly 
before the assassination. 

"I went through the 26 vol- 
umes of the Warren report and 
there were some questions 
raised. As a result, r began the 
investigation. The investigation! 

. led to new leads, which we fol-; 
lowed out, and other leads were; 
uncovered/’ j

vestigation came yesterday in 
a copyrighted story by The I 
New Orleans States-Item, l 
r "We were making good prog- 
;>ess until the publicity," MrJ 
Garrison said. \
